DIxeaxeM of the Breathing Organ*. 

Catarrh, or common cold. arises, a* wet explained lu (be last article, 
under virion* condition*, which in certain state* of the system Induce 
irritation of the mucous membrane of the ulr passage*. followed by in¬ 
creased reaction. The cause* are principally exposure to inclement 
weather and sudrieu alteration* of temperature. Neither of these, how¬ 
ever. 1* Certain to product' the disease; there Is always required tile sus¬ 
ceptibility of the system to be acted ou by these advene influence* be¬ 
fore any disturbance of the fonctloo* of the mucous muiubrauu can oc¬ 
cur. \\ ben catarrh is established, the symptoms are usually well 
marked, and easily recognized. There Is more or less discharge from 
the uoslrlla, varying in character from the watery to the purulent 
Cough la generally present, from the exteiitiou of the Irritation to the 
larynx; uud (n addition there are constitutional symptom*, which dll- 
fer very much In different animal-. Well seusoued horses will show 
all the symptoms of catarrh lu a severe form without the general health 
being lu any way disturbed. The auiiuals will eat and driuk. and do their 
ordinary work without difficulty, aud lu due time recover, without the 
aid of medicine, beyond an occasional do*e of nitre In a mash at night; 
while young animals often suffer from fever iu addition to the local ir¬ 
ritation, lose their appetites, become dejected, aud are utterly inca¬ 
pable of work. 

It Is lm|H«sslble to predicate, iu the early sta^e of a couiutou catarrh, 
what Its progress may be, because so many circumstance- may exert 
some influence in Its coursc,— for example, the state of the system at 
the tilde of the attack, the weather, the age and temperament of the 
animal, and the amount of care which Is exercised in the treatment of 
the disease. 

Host cases of catarrh end favorably under auy form of treatment, or 
under no treatment; but In yonng subjects there Is always a risk of iu 
ffammatlon extending to the bronchial lubes, aud therefore every In¬ 
stance of ordiuary cold lu them deserves serious attention. 

At the commencement of a cold, the symptoms will uot usually be of 
a kiud to excite much alarm: the animal may sueeze occasionally, aud a 
little additional secretion may take place from the nostrils; sometimes 
the eyes are irritable, and au excess of secretion causes the tears to flow 
down the sides of the face. In very mild attacks these symptoms may 
subside, and the animal may recover without having been sufficiently 
111 to attract any particalar notice. 

Tbe earliest sign of cold lo which any importance is attached is the 
cough, which results from the extcusfou of the irritation to the larynx. 
This symptom Is a very characteristic uue. and the practical observer 
draws troin It a large amount of information as to the exteut aud uature 
of the disease. 

Peculiar types of cough are commonly recognized, uud it is undoubt¬ 
edly true that the character of the souud emitted ofteu conveys a very 
distaut impression of the diseased parts. First, there Is the hard dry 
cough, which Is generally heard iu tne early stage of the disease, wheu 
the mucous membraue is suffering from congestion uud has become dry 
and irritable, so that the passage of anything stimulating—even the 
cold air -excites violent expiratory effort. Next the loose cough attracts 
notice in the latter stage of catarrh, wheu the mucous secretion I* 
ubunduut. The sound iu this case clearly suggests the passuge of uir 
through a quantity of thick fluid. The suppressed cough hit* au uu 
satisfactory sound, and Is always accepted aa evidence that the effort is 
a painful one. lu consequence, most probably, of the extension of the 
inflammation to the lungs. 

When the respiatory organ- are affected with chronic disease, other 
forms of cough than those referred to are distinguished. A sonorous, 
hollow cough le heard in "broken wind.'' uud also in some forms of 
"roaring” in which the bronchial tubes are diseased. A short, sharp, 
husky cough ia present in euaes of "thick wind.' Another peculiarity 
of chronic cough is its occurrence in some iusiauces in paroxysms. 
The aultnal at a certaiu period, either on leaving the stable or returning 
to it, or on being pulled up after a trot, coughs violently aud repeatedly 
for some minutes, and then remain* free from any sign of cough until 
the same condition* recur This, or indeed any oilier special feature 
belonging to a cough, affords the strongest evidence of its chrouic 
nature. 

Treatment of catauh in all its forms is generally unsatisfactory. The 
popular saying that n cold will have its course is borne out by experience 
fn reference to the lower auiiuals. We have all sort* of nostrums adver¬ 
tised for the cure of coughs aud colds in men or beasts, but iu practice 
among the lower animals it is very seldom that medicine produces auy 
murked curative effect. Wtou uu animal is submitted to treatment for 
a cold, a certain routine is generally laid down as esseutial to the cure. 
At one time bleeding was tne panacea, but of iale years the use of the 
lancet bus been abandoned. \ arimis cough medicine-, as tar, assafietida, 
garlic, ipecacuanha, aud camphor have tbeir advocates, and all of them 
have been tried with results which do uot warrant (bu reliance which 
some |K*raone place ou them. Horses are, apparently, not susceptible to 
emetic action, aud that state of uausen which is easily induced iu the 
htimuu subject by the use of ipecacuuuhu aud tartartised antimony cauuot 
be established in the horse by the use of any medicaments. Some com¬ 
pounds containing tar and u-afn-tida occasionally seem to exercise a huu- 
eflcial effect, but when tried ill a number of instances it is fouud that 
the iteiiettcial action cannot be insured. The same thing may be said of 
other agents. Animals sometimes recover rapidly when they are being 
exhibited, and tbe urciduntal results are at once accepted as evidence of 
the curative properties of the agent; but further experience proves that 
the cure was a coincident, aud not a consequence 1 , of the treatment. 

Very little cau be done In the way of treatment for a cold beyond at¬ 
tending lo tiie animal's comfort, giving bland flood, as mashes with lin¬ 
seed aud carrots, or green food. As a febrifuge nothing Is better than a 
little nitre, which may be given iu the mash diet or mixed with the , 
drinking water: half au ouucels enough for a dose, and if this quantity 
be given twice lu one day it must be withheld ou the following day; as 
a rule, the dose once every second day will be sufficient. If the ani¬ 
mal's appetite remains good aud there la no discharge from the nostrils, 
exercise may be allowed, and even ordinary moderate work is uot ob¬ 
jectionable; but If the discharge from the nose is excessive, it is better 
to keep the animal in his box, or. at auy rate, not to do more than walk 
him about lu the middle of the day. In these cases the vapor of hot 
water may be inhaled with advantage, and the best way of applying this 
treatment is to ponr boiling water on some hay in a bucket, aud form u 
sort of shaft, by means of a sack or horse rug. to connect the bucket 
with the horse's nose; a little powdered camphor sprinkled In tbe bay 
adds to the effect of the steam. 

Wheu the throat is sore, gargles aud stimulating liniments may be 
osed, lu addition to the other remedies which have been recommended. | 
The application of mustard plasters to the throat is a very common | 
practice, but in some respects a strong liniment is to he preferred: one 
thing in its favor is the absence of any vesicatory action, which would 
cause loss of hair, and it may also be applied frequently without danger 
of serious Injury to the skin, while mustard caunor be used more than 
twice in as many days on the same spot without risk of blemish. A 
good astringent gargle is a most effective remedy for a sore throat, but 
one which is not commonly made use of to any extent. A strong solu¬ 
tion of alum with a little tincture catechu is a very useful mixture, and 
a few ounces of it should be poured into the mouth, and allowed to run 
bark to the swallow, three or four Hines a dav. Tbe horse's bead is to 
he released as soon as the fluid has reached tbe bark of the throat, to 
prevent the swallowing of the greater part of It. 

Sometimes the itritatlou of tne upper part of the windpipe extends to 
the bronchial tubes in apite of all treatment, and either bronchitis or 
bronchial catarrh la established. — Ix>ndon Field. 

What are Splints 

Editor Chicago Field:—T he strict definition of this disease is "an 


considered a splint, aud the latter Is almost as common as the former 
Tbe symptoms of splint are generally a greater or less degree of lame 
ness during this formation, although occasionally it will go on and 
grow to a Urge extent without any such result, especially Tf the sub¬ 
stance Is slow In forming and the horse I* not severely worked. The 
enlargement varies very much In slxe, sometime* hardly visible at all. 
and only by passing the finger slowly and carefully down the Inside of 
the cannon bone that It cun be felt dl all, and sometimes only about the 
else of a pea, or a grain of corn; bat If pressure Is applied lo this the an¬ 
imal Invariably will flinch, showing at once the seat of the trouble; bnt 
occasionally there will be a large tumor or formation and still oo lame- 
nesa. The causes are too numerous to mention, but young homes, 
driven mneb on hard roads when t •« young, aa they frequently are, 
will Invariably have splints more or less | sod Tf the same eierclse Is kept 
up the animal will Invariably become permanently lame. The treat 
mi nt consists of several kinds, namely: scarification, blistsm, setons, 
and firing. Tbe best treatment I know of Is a blister of tbe following: 
hlnlodlde of mercury. 1 drachm; resin cerate, I oz.; shave the hair off 
the enlargement closely and apply the ointment twice a day, keeping 
the horse off tbe hard ground. A good physic should be given, ana tbe 
food consist of as much greeo meat aa possible, according to the 
season. After the physic tbe blood will take up a deposit more readily, 
assisted, of course, by the abeorbing blister. Keep tne animal on pas 
lure or soft ground, and he will get well.

| SmotJLAR Horse Disease.—T be following paragraph haa been going 
I tbe round of tbe press, and we should like to know where it originated, 
and where Mr. Smith reside#: 

"A home belonging to Mr. J. R. Smith was a few days ago discovered 
to be sick. He gave him rest and applied such remedies aa be thought 
would relieve him. Tbe other day Mr. Smith thought he would lead 
him to the river for water. It was a short distance, yet he had uot gone 
more tbuu half way when Mr. Smith noticed that one of the horse * fore 
feet had turned upward in front, letting the pastern joint come Upon 
the ground. He went on In this wsy ror a few steps farther to the wa¬ 
ter, drank aud *tsrted ou the return. The other fore foot turned up In 
tbe same way. aud the horse was unable to proceed. Being in the street 
Messrs. Lester and Helms came, and the three lifted the helpless brute 
to the side, where be would not be lu tbe way of passing teams, when* 
be stood fora few niomeuts. Both his hind feet then turned iu the 
same way. and he was unable to stand longer. Skillful men were called 
to see the animal, but could render biui no assistance. Indeed, all who 
saw him said they had never heard of anything of the kind before His 
feel were utterly useless to him, and dangled about as If they were held 
by tbe skin only. After satisfying himself that (be home was Incurable 
Mr Smith mercifully had him killed. The feet were tbeu dissected. 
Nothing unusual was discovered to be the matter, except that the joint* 
were perfectly dry. This I* a most singular disease, one which put* to 
naught the skill of our scientific men. ' 

A horse suffering from disease of the feet might rupture the perfer- 
ous tendon In one foot, and If he did, he could staud on the other three, 
if he should rupture two tendon*, one on each foot, he could not stand 
any longer. After the home went dowu on both rore feet, it looks like 
"broadcloth," wheu It Is aaid he stood on tbe hind ones, until tbe 
toes turned up on them. With a loss of continuity sufficient to allow 
tbe feet to "dangle about a* If thef were held by the skin," and upou 
"dissection, nothing unusual could be discovered," tbe Ignorance of the 
veterinary science Is plain In that vicinity.

These posi¬ 
tions quickly underwent a change, however, and Hessleden having 
been pushed to tbe front, be wits followed round the loop below the 
Stond by Emerald. Jnvenis, Leveret. The Curate and Maidstone. In 
tbe wake of this lot were Clonave, Castle Wellan, Jupiter, Congress, 
Industrious, Chancellor and Ingomar, while separated from tbe main 
body in the rear could be seen Florirael, Harmouldes, Chilblain and 
Hipplas. From start to finish the pace was good, and Hessleden having 
increased bis command down the bill to at least half a dozen 
lengths, Emerald and Leveret, who had already lost the 
company of Jnvenis, were passed at the commencement 
of the Woodslde by Jupiter and Crinoline. In turn tbeir 
pursuers consisted of Clonave, The Curate und Congress, 
until they had nearly completed one round of the course, when Togo- 
mar threaded bis way into the foremost rank, at the same time that 
Clonave. on the outside, became a* prominent as anything.

In again making 
tbe loop, this pair of veterans were warmly pressed by Jupiter, Ingomar, 
Leveret, Castle Wellan, Emerald, Crinoline, and Ropedancer, and this 
lot, in compact order, enjoyed a decided advantage over Antidote. 
Florlmel, Hessleden, Harmonidee, and Industrious, with Maidstone 
tailed off behind Uippias. Of these. Industrious was os harmless uow 
:is Hessleden, and it did uot lake long from this point for Conclave to 
shoot his bolt, as, having bit the top bar of a hurdle, he, in descending 
the bill, lost ground at every stride, and was scarcely noticeable in the 
rack three-quarter* of a mile from home. His decline left Congress at 
the bead of affairs to the Woodslde, when, for a brief spice. Jupiter 
took up the running. This was only at the expense, nevertheless, of 
some punishment, and through the bottom he gave way, with Congress, 
to Ropedancer, Castle Wellau, and Ingomar, which trio was joined at 
the half-mile post by Antidote, Jupiter, Florlmel and Harmouldes fol¬ 
lowing three or four lengths from them. At this stage none of the oth¬ 
ers possessed tbe ghost of a chauce. aud although Rope Dancer perhaps 
hsd a shade the best of Castle Wellan through the bottom, they mid no 
sooner turned towards home than Iugomar began to forge ahead. Over 
the last hurdles, where Antidote was falling back, he cleared his oppo¬ 
nents, and coming rather wide of them to tne foot of tbe hill, it requir¬ 
ed little Imagination on tbe part of bis backers to proclaim him a gal¬ 
lant winner. Castle Wellan and Rope Dancer were struggling stride 
for stride in his wake to tbe top of the hill.where Harmonides and Flor- 
imel closed with them right and left; but although Harmonides singled 
himself out of this quartette at the distance, nls endeavors to over¬ 
haul Ingomar were of no avail, and the latter won In grand style by teu 
lengths. About half as far behind Harmonides a determined fight wa* 
carried on to the end for the remaining situation, which Florimel se¬ 
cured by a neck from Castle Wellan and Rope Dancer, whom it would 
have been Impossible to separate,with Jupiter sixth. Crinoline seventh, 
Cougrea* eighth, Industrious ninth. Antidote tenth, and Hessleden 
eleventh (allmore or less pulling up), while the remainder walked In. 
and Clonave. who. as well as Industrious, broke the skin of bis fore 
legs by striking a hurdle, last of all. Net value of the stakes. £1.255.

Although they rose 
simultaneously, the favourite was the quicker on his feet again; hat 
over In tbe succeeding drop Farley look a decided command, and at an 
Interval of not less than a half-a-dozen lengths followed Little Toni 
and Weathercock. Through the farmhouse enclosure Furley was 
rattling along upon excellent terms with his pilot, and Shlfnal waited 
upon him until five furlong* from home, when he went np with a view 
to making the weight tell in the deepest portion of tbe route. Through 
the bottom both were sticking well to tbeir work, and Sbifnal Tiad half 
a length lbe best of It at tbe last fence, when Furley pecked upon land 
Ing. and at once lost his place. In fact, the next hundred yards saw him 

C ised hy Little Tom, and whon Shlfnal tried to shirk the hurdlee by 
ring to the left, the midland champion shot up all of a sudden on the 
Inside, and was at the girths of the favorite In climbing the bill. 
Thence a lone aud tiring struggle ensued between tbe pair, and the 
Issue always hung lu the balance until the goal was reached, and the 
verdict given on behalf of Bblfnal by a neck, with Weathercock a bad 
third, and Furley, walking In, fourth.

Rysdyk’* Hambletonian 


Recent reports from Orange county respecting tbe failing 
health of the “Hero of Chester," had prepared us for the 
announcement of his death, which was received on Monday 
morning. Our special dispatch read as follows: “The old 
Hero of Chester died last night." To all our readers the 
name of Rydyk's Hambletonian is familiar as household 
words, and he was universally looked upon as the most re¬ 
markable sire of modern times. Whether it be the extraor¬ 
dinary number of foals which sprung from hiB loins, or the 
rank he attained as the producer of trotters, he was without 
a peer. 

Rysdyk’s Hambletonian was foaled on May 5, 1841), at 
£ugar Loaf, Orange county, New York; his dam, the Charles 
Kent mare, being then the property of Mr. Jonas Seeley. 
When a foal, he and his dam were purchased by the late Mr. 
Wm. M. Rysdyk for the sum of 9125, and he remained in 
that gentleman's possession until his death, and after that 
was still retained as a portion of his deceased owner’s estate. 
The immediate cause of Hambletonian's death is stated to 
have been epizootic-catarrh, an offensive discharge running 
from bis nostrils; large swellings between the jaws and on 
the side of the neck, causing him trouble in breathing; and 
there was also a difficulty with his urinary organs, the pas¬ 
sages being frequent andbloody. 

He lacked but a few weeks of completing his twenty- 
seventh full year, and when it is taken into consideration 
that bis vitality was almost unimpaired until last year (when 
his services appear to have been fruitless) after twenty-four 
seasons, the claims of his friends and admirers that he pos- 
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leg la broad, flat, and clean, with the tendons well detached 
from the bone, and drops at a considerable angle with the 
upper part of the limb, giving the well-bent rather than the 
straight hock. Pasterns long, but strong and elastic, and 
let into hoofs that are* perfection. In front his limbs in 
strength and muscular development comport with the rear 
formation. His chest is broad and prominent; his forelegs 
stand wide apurt (perhaps in part the result of much cover¬ 
ing), and he is deep through the breast; yet notwithstanding 
this, and the fact of bis roundness of barrel, there is no ap¬ 
pearance of heaviness or hampered action. Taken at a 
glance, the impressive features of the horse are his immense 
substance, without a particle of coarseness or grossness. 
Though short-backed, he is very long underneath; indeed, he 
is a horse of greater than apparent length. His measure¬ 
ment from breast to breeching in a straight line, is greater 
by four inches than his height at the withers—a very un¬ 
usual excess. He is two inches higher over the rump than 
at the withers and Ihe whole rear, or propelling portion of 
the machinery, would seem to have been moulded for an 
animal two sizes larger than the one to which it is attached, 
yet so beautifully is its connection effected with the whole 
that there is no dispropotion apparent, either in the symme¬ 
try or the action of the horse." 

We would draw attention to the great similarity in con¬ 
formation between the subject of our memoir and the most 
famous horse that ever was foaled, English Eclipse. 
Eclipse was one inch higher at the croup than at the with¬ 
ers, which were long, and his shoulders thick though 
very broad and oblique, and he was three inches 
longer than his height, which was 16 hands at the withers. 
Recently Mr. H. T. Heim visited Hambletonian and 
made some measurements of various parts of his conforma¬ 
tion. Knee 13$ inches in circumference, hock 17$ inches; 
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shows the work performed by this sire during his long and 
arduous Btud career:

sessed an iron constitution were fully warranted. The fol¬ 
lowing description from tho graphic pen of “Hark Comstock” 
was written two years ago, and is a most faithful portraiture 
of the characteristics of the “Old Horse.” 

“Hambletonian now twenty-five years old, is a rich deep 
mahogany bay, with black legs, the olack extending very 
high up on the arms and stifles. His mane was originally 
black, and in hiB younger days very ornamental; rather 
light like that of a blood-horse ana of medium length, 
never reaching below the lower line of the neck, but uniform 
throughout. His foretop was always light. At the present 
time not a vestige of either remain, they having gradually 
disappeared until crest and crown are bald. HiB tuil is 
long and full. When we first knew him it was very full, 
but is also thinning with his advancing years. The hair of 
both was black as a raven’s wing, and entirely devoid of 
wave or curl. His marks arc a very small star and two 
white ancles behind, but the coronets being dotted with 
black spots, the hoofs are mainly dark. Muzzle dark. 
Head large and bony, with profile Inclining to the Roman 
order; jowl deep, jaws not as wide apart as in some of his 
descendants yet not deficient. Eye very large and promi¬ 
nent, and countenance generally animated and expressive 
of good temper. Across the face he measured 10$ inches. 
Ear large, well set and lively. Neck rather short and a 
little heavy at the throatlatch, but thin and clean at the 
crest. His shoulders are very oblique, deep and strong; 
withers low and broad; sway very short and coupling 
smooth. The great fillets of muscle running back along the 
spine give extraordinary width and strength to the loin, 
which threatens to lose the closely set hip In the wealth of 
its embrace. But it is back of here that we find lodged the 
immense and powerful machinery that, imparted to nis sons 
and daughters, has ever placed them in the foremost ranks 
of trotter*. His hip is long and croup high, with great 
ledgth from hip-point to hock. Thighs and stifles swelling 
with sinewy muscle, which extends well down into his large 
clean, bony backs, hung near the ground. Below these the 


above the hock around the smallest part of the limb and 
back tendon 15 inches. Centre of hip-joint to point of 
hock 41 inches; point of stifle to point of hock 24 inches; 
point of hock to centre of ancle joint 16 inches. Centre 
of knee to centre of ankle 11$ inches; centre of knee to top 
of fore-arm 20$ inches. 

Mr. Rysdyk seemed to have an aversion to putting 
the horse upon the track and there is but one authenticated 
public trial to serve as a guide to his individual 
eapabilities as a trotter. When a three-year-old 
Hamblctonion was shown at the New York State 
Fair, then held upon the present, site of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, in New York city, and on this occasion Mr. 
Seeley C. Roe showed his five-year-old stallion Abdallah 
Chief. The two owners agreed to test the speed of their 
horses, and they were taken to the Union Course, on Long 
Island, for that purpose. After resting over night at Sne- 
dicor’s the trial took place, the result being that Hamble¬ 
tonian won in 3:03, much to the surprise of Mr. Roc, who 
thereupon drove Abdallah Chief another mile by himself in 
2:55$. It was now Mr. Rysdyk’s turn to rive his three-year- 
old a second trial, and he cut the Chiefs mark by trotting 
the mile in 2:48. 

When Hambletonian was about fifteen years old Mr. 
David Bonner frequently drove and rode behind him, and 
has often stated that he has ridden at a 2:45 gait. Mr. 
Bonner, as is well known, is a most reliable and excellent 
judge of speed. This is the whole evidence as to the speed 
of Hambletonian, and as he was never developed, it is 
fair to admit that he showed an innate capability for trot¬ 
ting. which, with care and culture, might have made a 
mark on the records. 

It is as a sire that this great horse earned his undying 
fame, which, from the vast number of his immediate prog¬ 
eny still living, will remain green in our memories for many 
years to come. Wbat Lexington was to the running turf, 
Hambletonian was to the trotting turf. 

The following table, compiled from the service books, 


whether any approach to these figure* can be shown by any 
other sire. 

By reference to the pedigree which we give below in 
tabulated form, it will be seen that Hambletonian was very 
highly bred. Being by Old Abdallah, out of the Charles 
Kent marc. Abdallah’s sire was the thoroughbred 
Mambrino, a son of imported Messenger, out of a daugh¬ 
ter of imported Sourcrout; of his dam Amazonia nothing is 
definitely known; it is claimed by many that she was by a 
so* of Messenger, but there is not a particle of evidence to- 
support this theory, and we have omitted it from tbe tabu¬ 
lated pedigree. Hambletonian's dam, the Charles Ken* 
mare, was got by imported Bellfoundcr, of whose pedigree 
absolutely nothing is known, out of One Eye. This Charles 
Kent mare was well-known on the road in days gone-by as 
one of the best trotters in New York, and it was after she 
bad broken down and was hipped, that Mr. Seely, who 
well knew the qualities of her ancestry, purchased her for 
a small figure, and commenced breeding from her. One 
Eye was a daughter of the thoroughbred Hambletonian, by 
Messenger, out of Pheasant, by imp. Shark; when young 
she was very high strung, and when being corrected one day 
received an injury to one of her eyes, which resulted in 
its loss—hence her name. The dnm of One Eye was Silver- 
tail, a grey marc, with a tail which assumed a silvery ap¬ 
pearance, after she shed her first coat; she was a daughter 
of Messenger, out of a mare of unknown pedigree, but de¬ 
scribed as one of high courage and wonderful endurance, 
owned in the Seeley family. It will be seen that Hamble¬ 
tonian is very closely unbred to imported Messenger, 
through his sire Abdallah, a grandson of Messenger, and 
One Eye, his granddam, whose sire and dam were both by 
the same horse. The outcross of Bellfounder, with the in- 
bred One Eye, would seem to have been absolutely neces¬ 
sary, and many lay great stress upon this. We are inclined to 
think also that Amazonia is also an entirely independent in¬ 
fusion of blood. She was doubtless a well bred mare, but that 
there is the slightest evidence to support any connection

dog flea multiplier upon the skins of humau beings and cats ns well as 
doffa. Fleas enjoy long Uvea under favorable circumstances, and I am 
informed by the owner of a troupe of performing fleas that some exist 
for sixteen or seventeen months. 

To g«t rid of fleas in honse-dogs la no easy matter, because, although 
we may kill all those upon the animal, there are certain to he some left 
on the mats and carpets of the bouse, aud these multiply rapidly. What¬ 
ever is used, then, must be repeated occasionally. A very simple and 
Innoceut but efficacious remedy is quassia. Infuse quassia chips in 
water for one night—an ounce of chiiw to a quart of water and thor¬ 
oughly saturate the dog's coat, Small dogs aud cats may be dipped once 
or twice into the iufnsion. No rinsing is necessary, slid In wsriu 
weather the dog should be allowed to dry by giving him u run. The 
Persian Insect Powder i« also a good preparation; it may be simply 
brushed or blown into the coat, or may fee used with soap. Having got 
a good lather on the coat, sprinkle It with the powder, rub well in, unciin 
I®w minutes wash clean. I>og soaps are more or less uncertain, unless 
the lather formed is allowed to remain on the hair for u lew minutes. 
Many of the fleas seem to be only temporarily quieted by most dog 
soaps, and soon revive. A veiy effectual and handy preparation, T flud, 
is a solution of soft soap in spirits of wine, medicated with creosote in 
the proportion of 1 to 16. This fluid is poured along the back, and down 
each thigh aud sbonlder. With warm water it is worked into a lather, 
and well rubbed all over the coat. It Is then washed clean, and the dog 
rinsed with cold water. Solutions of carbolic acid, aud infusions of 
tobacco or staves-acru seeds, are also effectual; so also 
Is a complete saturated dressing of oil.but they are all 
open to objections. To assist in getting rid of fleaa, pine sawdust 
may be used Instead of straw, or the litter may be sprinkled with tur¬ 
pentine, or a solution of camphor In spirits of wine. This preparation 
may also be used In houses, on the mats or carpets infested with fleas, 
as may the Persian insect powder of flowers of pyrethrnm rosenm. 

Zirs do not cause very marked annoyance on the skin of the dog; in 
fact, are often present without giving rise to any scratching whstever. 
The dog-lonse resembles the human bead-loose in form, hui is of a 
bluish-grey color, and therefore not very conspicuous on the skin, un- 
lese in immense numbers. They are more numerous along the back, 
and lost above the root of the tail. They are hatched from eggs which 
aro (Irmly glned to the hairs. These eggs or nits are little round oh 
Jeota attached to the hairs, sometimes in row*, and are far more notice 
able than the lice themselves. Their appearance is positive evidence 
of the presence of lice. Many are the remedies suggested to extermin¬ 
ate these creatures, and many are the failures suffered by not remem¬ 
bering that the nita are not killed, and that so long as a nit is left we 
may have living lice reappear and multiply. A cure, then, is effected, 
not when all the lice are killed, but when no nits are left. This requires 
at least three dressings, with intervals of five days between each. Dog 
soaps may be need, dry precipitate powder may be brushed into the 
coat, and brushed out again in three or four hours. Sulphate of calcium, 
carbolic acid, staves-acre, tobacco, etc., may be employed; in fact, any

Ticirs are the most uncommon of the larger parasites which infest the 
skin of the dog, hut they arc capable, in large numbers, of dolug con¬ 
siderable harm by the drain npon the system created by their sucklug 
the animal's blood. Ticks vary In size from a pin’s head tou small pea. 
depending upou their being empty or distended with 
blood. In the latter state. they are of a 
dark bluish.red color, but when collapsed, of a grey tint. 
They are remarkable for the firm hold which they take of the 
skin, attempts to forcibly remove them usually resulting iu their being 

{ lulled in two. Again,! advise the above mentioned soap solntion to 
>e used freely, or carbolic acid may be used with hot water and soda. 
McDougal's, or “The Glycerine” sheep dips will also be found very 
efficacious. Ticks are tenacious of life, and It is necessary thorougly 
disinfect any sheds or kennels in which infected dogs may have been 
kept. This is best done by washing with hoiliug water and then with 
lime-wash and carbolic acid. 

We now come to the non-contagious skin diseases, all of which depend 
upon either some abnormal condition of (he blood or u|»on some Toeal 
state of the skin Itself. The latter cause gives rise to warts aud tqinore; 
the former to blotch, red mange or eczema, nettle-rash, and ptoriasl*. 

- Tumors we shall not uow treat of. 

Warts are simply circumscribed enlargements of the cuticle, and may 
often, when mature, be removed by torsion with the fingers. They then 
leave a cup-shaped cavity which should be touched with caustic to pre¬ 
vent any reproduction. When they cannot he enucleated in this way.

The American Shooter Fifty Year* Ago: 

COMPRISING A SERIES OF ARTICLES OF ALL THAT RELATES TO 

THE DOG AND THE GUN: ALSO A DESCRIPTION OF THE 

GAME OF THIS COUNTRY IN 1827, BY A GENTLEMAN OFPHILA- 

DBLPHIA COUNTY, COMPILED FOR THE “CHICAGO FIELD”, BY 

“MOHICAN." 

PAPER I. 

SHOOTING. 

The art of shooting flying has not been practiced in this 
country, excepting by a few individuals, for more than 
forty years, and in England for not much more than 
double that length of time. The greatest improvements in 
the science, and in the fowling-piece itself, have, however, 
been made within but a few years; and since its adaptation 
to the percussion powder, it would seem that the gun is 
capable of little or no important improvement; all that now 
remains, is for the shooter to acquire a knowledge of the 
proper use of it. 

Many rules are laid down for the young shooter, all of 
them important, but the most perfect knowledge of them 
will avail but little, without frequent practice, strictly regu¬ 
lated by those rules. 

The first and most important lesson to be acquired, is an 
habitual coolneee and self-poteeeeion: not to be agitated 
when the dog is at a “stand," nor flurried when the birds ure 
flushed. In fact, it is the leant of deliberation that makes all 
our bad shots. The juvenile or unpracticed Bportsman 
ought, for the first season at least, always to accompany 
some experienced shooter, attend to his instructions, and 
closely observe his actions. 

Some persons have injudiciously recommended swallow 
shooting as an incipient lesson, but experience has fully 
proven the fallacy of this practice. Without giving a host 
of reasons against it, let it suffice to say, that in most 
instances, when a shooter undertakes to learn by that 
method, although he may become very expert in destroying 
those useful, amusing and agreeable little creatures, he 
never acquires any other character, as a sportsman, than 
that of a skillful Bwallow shooter. 

The rail affords beginners in this country advantages of 
practicing on the wing, over those in England, as it is a bird 
heavy and slow on the wing, flies very fair, and is withal 
easily killed. In rising it generally makes some noise by 
splashing in the water and reeds by which it will, in some 
degree, prepare the shooter for iu flight. ’ As this 
bird is so very abundant, at the season immediately antece¬ 
dent to that of the partridge, (quail) we would recommend 
those who have the opportunity, to practice on it as a 
species of game apparently designed for thal and no’other 
purpose, in preference to tne cruel and unmanly destruction 
of the pleasant and useful little swallow. Shooting at 
pigeons flushed by a spring-box or trap, is perhaps as good 
» method as any other for a somewhat practiced shot to 
acquire coolness, quickness, and deliberation in shooting as 
it comes nearest to the most trying of all situations for a 
juvenile shooter, viz.: by a steady dog at a firm stand. He 
will, by this practice, become somewhat prepared for those 
peculiar feelings which every shooter must, for some time 
experience. ’ 

A beginner will generally Are too noon, and as a necessary 
result from this circumstance, too low; this is caused by the 
apprehension that the birds, from the rapid manner in 
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which they rise, will get out of his reach. Experience 
however, will prove to him that he is under a delusion as 
abundant time is always given to single out a bird bring’the 
gun down, cock, and Are. 

A gentleman of my acquaintance informed me that when 
young, he was frequently guilty of shooting too soon, and 
was effectually corrected by ac old French gentleman who 
to exemplify his precepts, would take out his snuff box’ 
after the bird hnd risen, take a pinch, cock his gun and 
deliberately kill his bird. It is, indeed, astonishing ’ how 
quickly every necessary preparation for firing can he made 

Another and very important difficulty every beginner has 
to contend with, is the trepidation ana anxiety he will for 
some time experience, when the dog comes to a stand; none 
but those who have felt the sensation can imagine the 
reality. I have observed men, and men, too, who had some 
experience, on coming up to the dog, show evident symp¬ 
toms of the horrore; this is only to be got over by coolness 
and resolution. Thomas says, (and that with much truth:) 

There is no pursuit or amusement in which a steady hand 
a cool head, and philosophical patience, are more required 
than In shooting. 1 ' How it is that a dog with a partridge 
(quail) before his nose, will make a man feel so very queer 
we are not exactly able to say, further than to attribute it 
to the novelty of the sight, and the ambition of the shooter 
to be successful. The Tatter, I think, is the principal reason; 
for we often find shooters, who use the long bow as well as’ 
the gun, and will not hesitate to make up an astonishing 
nominal account of game they have been so lucky as to kill • 
others, to make up a good report, and at the same time to’ 
back it with proof, wlU sometimes purchase, at high prices 
too, from men who make game killing their business, and 
then have a grand display for the hall, of their skill and 
success. Every gentleman can judge of the propriety or 
impropriety of these artifices to establish a character for 
keen shooting, and can reject or adopt them at pleasure 
My object in Introducing the matter, is merely to show that 
mv reason for attributing in part the strange nervous 
affection, Just mentioned, to the cause alluded to mav be 
correct.

Amongst the “ Wild Turkeys.”

Kditoh Chicago Field: —Late in October, accompanied 
by an invalid frieDd, and a companion of his, we started out 
for a trip into an adjoining county for a few days shooting. 
Two hours by rail brought us, In the evening, to our desti¬ 
nation, a small country village with a comfortable hotel. 
Our first business after arriving waa to see our dogs properly 
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| cared for in a snug corner of the barn, our baggage being 
next looked after, when supper was announced, which being 
over, a conversation was entered into with the landlord 
relative to the lay of the country, abundance of game, etc., 
all of us being entire strangers in the neighborhood. Unfor¬ 
tunately he was no sportsman; therefore we bad to depend 
I upon our own Judgmeni on the appearance of the country, 
which, after all, I nave invariably found the best method. 

| The game of this region was varied, consisting of pinnated 
and ruffed grouse, auail, a few wood cock and Bnipe, and 
an occasional brood of wild turkeys. The country was 
rolling, with fine stubble fields, and patches of woodland, 
with a few ravines, altogether a lovely country to shoot over. 

I had along “Jack." an excellent white and lemon setter, a 
strong, muscular fellow, and rare performer on all game 
common to the western country, my invalid friend shooting- 
with me, while his companion bad a large liver pointer, a 
fair performer. Next morning found us equipped and ready 
for the field in good season, and taking a northerly direction 
we soon got to shooting, finding a bevy of quail, which got 
pretty well handled ; next a brace of pinnated grouse sur¬ 
rendered. It now began to show symptoms of rain, and my 
friend not wishing to get wet, returned to the hotel, while 
the other party and myself continued our course, heading 
for a distant piece of woodland, which looked very favorable 
for ruffed grouse. 

Before reaching the wood the report of a rifle, 
ahead to the left, caused me to look in that 
direction, from which I saw a turkey flying to the 
right, and crossing a tamarack swamp drop in the long 
grass beyond. I Tost no lime in getting there, and had 
just reached the place when the man with the rifle came 
through the swamp and asked whether I had seen a turkey 
1 fly over- being answered in the affirmative, the other party 
who had been beating a little to my right, by this time had 


more in the swamps, as he had counted them sitting on the 
fence, and that the others had dropped down and ran into it 
when he fired at the other which had flown over. 

The swamp was intensly thick but quite dry enough to 
walk in, so the others concluded to stay outside while I went 
inside to drive them out; a plan that just suited my views 
Scarcely had I entered it when “Jack" struck their trail, and 
following Blowly through to the opposite side, they all got 
up and turned over me to get back into the swamp, within a 
distance of twenty-five yards. Their live members became 
two less at that rise. I picked up those and went back iu 
the direction the others had taken, when I nearly trampled on 
another before it got up, his last flight had been taken also. 
In the mean time my companions had got into the others, and 
scattered them in all directions without getting any. I then 
laid those I had got down, and act "Jack" to ranging out¬ 
side in the tall swamp-grass where I had supposed some of 
them were skulked. He had gone a distance of probably 
one hundred and fifty yards from ine, when he stopped sud¬ 
denly and turned his head slowly around to look for me, a 
thing he invariably did when he struck scent at any distance 
off. I walked up to him when he moved stealthily on, his 
head carried up, and got over an old rail fence 
as carefully as a cat, and continued his course 
for twenty yards further when he became rigid. 
I knew he had got them, and in attempting to get over 1 
was not so fortunate as the dog, for down the fence went 
under mo, and two turkeys got up, startled by the noise, 
and turning to the left in order to reach the treacherous 
swamp, were easily dropped by me close to each other. In full 
view of my companions, who threw up their hats and 
hurrahed. My friend's companion now came over to me 
bemoaning his bad luck, as he had got none yet. I asked 
him then to keep by me, when we got up another, which he 
killed. It was now noon, so we took our turkeys and went 
to dinner, being a short distance only from the hotel. It 
then commenced to rain pretty freely, and we remained 
inside until late in the afternoon, when it cleared off and we 
went back to look for the balance of the turkeys. A bright 
lad, with red hair, freckled face, and roguish blue eyes, 
which he could use to advantage, going along, for before 
reaching the swamp he called out "Look! look! yonder go 
the turkeys from amongst that flock of Bheepl"—a flock of 
sheep being feeding in a field close beside the swamp; and, 
sure enough, there were the other five turkeys, which got up 
and flew directly back to the same Bwamp, one alighting in 
the edge of it, a little to the left of where the others went 
farther in. My companion concluded he had marked it 
down to the spot, and insisted upon it; I therefore allowed 
him to go where he thought it was, and I went to where I 
thought it was, when “Jack " at once pointed it, I putting it 
up and killing it. I then went for the others, which "Jack” 
found quite easjly, and trailed them through the swamp, “by 
a rabbit path," into the long grass beyond, and turning his 
head aside, pointed. I put one up within ten yards of me 
and dropped it. “Jack’‘continued on the path a short dis¬ 
tance farther, and drawing out of it into the long grass 
pointed again, when I put another up quite as close and 
dropped It also. The dog then returned to the path, and, 
continuing along it a very short distance only, branched out 
into the grass and pointed the third time. Another was put 
up just as close and met the fate of hfs fellows. And here 
" Jack ” showed himself superior to the New England crow, 
which could count only three, for he went back beyond 
where the first one left the path and tried persistently to 
quite a distance beyond where the last one left it, in hopes 
of finding another. My companion, on hearing the rapid 
shooting, nad now hastily reached me, acknowledging nis 
mistake in marking, and remarking I was the luckiest fel'ow 
he ever saw, and wondering how I came to get so many 
chances while he could not even get one. I replied there 
was one left yet, and if he would stay with me he would see. 
I then started out “Jack" a little to the left, and farther 
ahead than where I had bagged the last three, thinking it 
muat have flown farther before dropping down. I was not 
mistaken, for the noble dog was as rigid as marble in less 
than three minutes, and we going up the turkey rose to the 
left, which I was on, and fell to my gun. I have been many 
times asked how I made that large bag of turkeys. Now 
| the readers of The Field know as well os myself.

Growth of Deer's Horns. 

An engraving in onr columns illustrates the various 
periods of growth of the red deer’s horns up to the time it 
becomes a twelve-ender. 

The horns usually first appear in the shape of knobs, and 
when tli. deer is eight or nine months old, they hare grown 
to the Itn^iU of from six to twelve inches, being perfectly 
straight. Casting these horns in the second year, one side 
prong appears with the new growth ft few inches from Jthc 
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junction with the head. In the third year, each horn 
acquires two prongs, the lower prong developing lower on 
the horn, the upper prong being smaller. The next year the 
prongs Increase to four on each born, the lower prong draw¬ 
ing still nearer the base. The next stage of development is 
the points between the eye-end and the noodle-end; next, 
the two upper points form a crown. He is now a stag of 
twelve points, a crown stag, or, as called in Scotland, a 
royal stag. A correspondent from Berlin, in one of our 
English exchanges, reierring to this period of their growth, 
says: 

* Dp to this stage the development is tolerably normal. 
As regards the three lower points there is no subsequent 
variation in normally developed horns, though it not 
jjjfrequently occurs that one end or the other is less fully 
developed than Its neighbours. The increase to fourteen, 
sixteen, and eighteen ender takes place in the crown only. 
There is, apparently, no limit to the number of ends which 
a stag may develop. The existence of a head of sixty-six 
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ends furnishes, however, the most highly-developed example 
which is known to me. But such stags no longer exist. 
The decrease, and interruption of great unbroken tracts of 
forest lands, the increase of sportsmen, and the prevalence 
of arms of precision, have all conduced to thin down the 
herds of rea deer in Germany, and they now seldom attain 
an age which permits the development of more than eighteen 
ends, though one does occasionally hear of the occurrence 
of a twenty or twenty-two ender. The fatal year, 1848, 
pretty well swept away the older and better stags, and 
induced the necessity of enclosing many forest tracts with 
deer fences, thereby limiting the range and choice of food 
of the red deer. Properly speaking, ho stag is considered 
to be jagdbar, or fit for the chase, till he bears ten points, 
or at any rate, is so sizeable that his bead, if normally 
developed, would bear ten points, and even this is a conces¬ 
sion to the deterioration of this noble animal. Abnormal 
development is by no means infrequent. Where a stag 
bears fewer points on one side than the other, he is here 
called ungerade, or uneven, but bis points are counted 
according to the great: r number. For instance, a stag with 
four points on one horn, but only three on the other, would 
be called an “ ungerader Arhter” or uneven eight-ender. 
It frequently occurs that the Eis-Sprosse is very imperfectly 
developed. Two years ago 1 shot a good eight-ender—good, 
that is to say, as far as bodily appearance went. He came 
past me at such a pace that I had no time to reckon the 
points. On one of his antlers the eye tine is almost entirely 
wanting, though the other points are fully developed. Dur¬ 
ing the previous season I shot a very old stag. I had been 
after him for nearly a week, and only got him at last just 
at night fall. As he emerged from the forest about three 
hundred yards in front of me, I could sec that he was a 
noble stag, but when I picked him up the next morning, 1 
found that he was not even a len-ender, but that the Eis- 
Sprossen were only developed in the shape of two sharp 
ridges. Now, as this stag had only two points on top, he 
ought to have had no Eis-Sprossen, or ought to have had a 
crown on top. Such are the variations which most fre¬ 
quently occur." 

Shooting Notes from Iowa. 

Missouri Valley, Iowa, March 19, 1876. 

Editor Chicago Field:— News is scarce this way, and if 
old probabilities don’t give us some fine weather before 
long, the sportsmen will all sell their Bhooting irons, and 
the dogs will all die for want of work. It has snowed all 
day, and the prospects are good now for a stormy day to¬ 
morrow. About a week ago the ducks began to come quite 
numerously, and some of our sportsmen killed a few. All 
were making ready to give them a warm reception by the 
middle of last week, when the weather turned suddenly 
cold, and has remained so ever since, causing most of the 
ducks to turn their tails towards the north once more. Mr. 
W. C. Ellis killed some half dozeen and among the number 
was one female canvas-hack, which are not very plenty In 
this section, only a few being killed each season. Our pros¬ 
pects are good, in fact never were better for good duck and 
snipe shooting this spring, and to all lovers of sport who can 
take a trip out here next month, I will guarantee plenty of 
shooting. A large part of the bottom land near town has 
been overflowed from the high water in the small streams, 
making excellent ground for the ducks, and the rains we 
have had, with the snow upon the ground, will fill all the 
lakes and sloughs, of which there are a great many on the 
Missouri River bottom within from two to ten miles from 
this place. 

I called into our gun shop, kept by Mr. J. Jordan, a day or 
two ago, and found him hard at work driving down the 
hoops on a sink box, made in the shape of a butter tub, 
which he expects to have ready to open battle on the ducks 
in a few days; Mr. E. F. James is also putting in his spare 
time upon one of the Bame sort, and go where you will among 
the sportsmen of our town yon see them at work on sink 
boxes, decoy ducks, etc., or talking boats, and all other 
bunting paraphernalia, so you can expect a terrible battle 
will rape when it commences 

The fee has not gone out of the Missouri ,River here yet, 
and until It does break up we can’t expect to see many wild 
geese, as the sand bars on the river are a great resort for 
them at morning and evening. On the 4th Inst. I saw a 
flock of white swan pass over the town going north.

Quail.—Editor Chicago Field. —There was very little 
shooting in tills locality last season, as compared with tor 
mer years. There appears to be plenty of quail now, and 
with a favorable season we will have good shooting next 
fall, No snipe in this locality yet.

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UNIFORMITY IN KENNEL ORDERS. 

Last week we discussed at length the errors and abuses 
in bench shows and field trials, which it is the legitimate 
duty of the Americnn Kennel Club to correct. 

We would now draw its attention to a subject of great im¬ 
portance to sportsmen, viz: the establishing of a uni¬ 
form system of words or terms used in the breaking and 
working of dogs. 

At present each man uses his own terms; so much so that 
the cant saying, “there are no two men who work a 
dog alike," has become an axiom. "Charge,” “Down 
Charge," “Down," “Get Down.” “Drop," are all terms used 
by different individuals to “charge” a dog; some even in ad¬ 
dition, adopt a motion of the hand at the same lime, suiting 
the action to the word. In other orders, there are the same 
diversity and multiplicity of words. 

Under such circumstances it is impossible that a dog 
passing from one owner to another should not fall short of 
the representations made of him,unless a strict observance of 
the terms used in breaking be adhered to by the purchaser, 
which is very likely not to be done, as it is as hard for a 
man to accustom himself to new phrases as it is for a dog 
to comprehend them. As the new owner is apt to be labor¬ 
ing under excitement at the time that he commands the 
dog it is but natural that he should employ the words he 
has accustomed himself to. The dog therefore becomes 
confused, the owner loses bis temper, and confusion is made 
worse confounded; disgust with the dog is engendered, he 
is declared a worthless cur and the seller of him is de¬ 
nounced as a knave; all of which would be obviated 
if both man and dog properly understood each other. An 
instance is fresh in our mind of just such an occurrence; a 
gentleman sold a dog that was unexceptionably good in the 
field, and accordingly represented him as such; the party 
he sold him to and himself each used terms entirely diffe¬ 
rent. After a trial the purchaser wrote to the party from 
whom he got him, that the dog was not worth the express- 
age he had paid on him ; be could not get him to do any¬ 
thing. An explanation followed, when the diversity in or¬ 
ders was discovered; the original ones, one of which, 
curious enough, was “ back when he wished him to toho, 
used, and the dog realized both purchaser’s expectations 
were and seller’s representations; similar cases are nume¬ 
rous. 

If a uniform Bystem of kennel orders was adopted, and 
every Bportsman should insist th tt the party breaking his dog 
should adhere to it, much trouble and complaint would be 
avoided; many a purchaser would be saved disappointment, 
and many a seller of a dog would escape denunciation as a 
knave. 

It is the duty of the American Kennel club to rectify this 
matter, and we would suggest that the committee on field 
trials, in their report of a code of rules for judging at 
field trials, should also embody a uniform system of kennel 
orders. 


RYSDYK’S HAMBLETONIAN. 

Another of the horses of history has passed away, and 
this week we are called upon to chronicle the death of Rys- 
dyk’s Hambletonian, one of, If not the most remarkable sire 
of modem times. We give elsewhere a sketch of his career 
which from the fact that he never appeared on the turf as a 
contestant, 1 b necessarily confined to his stud history. The 
excessive duties he was called upon to perform during the 
lengthened period of service at the stud, undoubtedly has¬ 
tened his death, for though of late years he was carefully 
restricted, the damage had already been done, and it is poor 
policy to “lock the stable-door after the steed is stolen." 
If, under the circumstances, he retained his vitality until 
he was twenty-five yeare of age, it is only fair to presume 
that nnder more judicious treatment when in his prime, he 
would have lived for several years to come. From the great 
number of bis descendants now living, and the fame many of 
them have earned for^themselves, which Is credited to their 
sire as well, Rysdyk’s Hambletonian, in years to come, will 
be one of the permanent landmarks in the trotting stud 
book, as Messenger is at the present day. He has left be¬ 


hind him such goodly representatives of his blood as Volun¬ 
teer, one of the most successful sires of the present day, 
Messenger Duroc, Aberdeen, George Wilkes, Jay Gould, 
Edward Everett, Administrator, Middletown, Dictator, Hap¬ 
py Medium, etc. In our advertising columns will be found 
Felter's Hambletonian and Alfred, both sons of the old 
horse ; the latter having another cross through his dam, a 
daughter of Volunteer ; John Edsall by Alexander's Abdal¬ 
lah, son of Hambletonian and sire of Goldsmith Maid ; Rom¬ 
ulus, a son of Hambletonian and out of an American Star 
mare, one of the favorite “ nicks." The decease of the 
Hero of Chester will naturally bring his descendants into 
more prominence, as it is through them wo must now look 
for the perpetuation of his valuable blood. 

The conformation of Hambletonian was one peculiarly 
adapted for speed, and he had the faculty of impressing his 
style and shape upon his produce to a very marked extent. 
In the large and powerful quarters overtopping his withers 
in height, and his great length, he was a counterpart of 
English Eclipse, a horse that stood alone in his prominent 
superiority to those of his day. Eclipse looked dispropor¬ 
tionately high behind, and it was said that he waB short in 
the forehand, but this was not the case, for his shoulders 
were as high as his withers, and very broad and oblique. 
At the withers he stood sixteen hands two inches high, and 
his croup was higher by an inch. From the front part of his 
breast to the hack of his quarters he measured sixty- 
nine inches, three more than his height. Hamble- 
tonian’s measurements were as follows: height at withers, 
15.2; at croup, 16 hands; length from breast to quarters, 
sixty-six inches, four inches more than his height. The 
likeness we give of Hambletonian which is copied from the 
lithograph portrait, certified to by the late W. M. Rysdyk as 
a faithful likeness of the horse, does not present these pro¬ 
portions. Doubtless when that was taken the horse stood 
a little higher forward than when the above measurements 
were made, for then his forelegs were very wide apart, in 
all probability caused by so much covering, and his withers 
would thus be let down, thereby decreasing his height. 
The excess of length in proportion to his height was even 
greater than that which caused the old English racing men 
to say that EclipBe was deformed, but opinions have changed 
materially since then, and length is carefully sought for by 
turfmen now-a-days. On'the score of blood we need to do 
little more than call attention to the strong infusion of 
thoroughbred blood which was concentrated in his veins. 
Abdallah, his sire, was half thoroughbred, being by Mam- 
brino, a thoroughbred son of Messenger and a mare by imp. 
Sourcrout. Of Amazonia, Abdallah's dam, nothing is defi¬ 
nitely known. On the dam's side, Hambletonian has two 
infusions of'Messenger through! his granddam One Eye, 
who was by Hambletonian, a son of Messenger and the 
thoroughbred mare Pheasant, out of Silvertail, also by Mes¬ 
senger out of a mare of unknown pedigree. His dam, the 
Chas. Kent mare, was sired by Bellfounder, an imported 
horse whose pedigree has never been ascertained, notwith¬ 
standing the most diligent research. To summarise the 
pedigree, Hambletonian in the third remove has three 
thoroughbred crosses, one half-bred, and four of which 
nothing is known. 

By the believers in undeveloped sires, Hamblotonian has 
always been held up as an example to prove the correctness 
of that theory. The opposite Bide on the other hand, call 
attention to the great number of foais he sired and by strik¬ 
ing an average, try in that method to maintain their side of 
the question. What Hambletonian might have done if he 
had been trained for the track will always be an open ques¬ 
tion. It is certain however, that he was a natural trotter, 
as is proved by his showing a mile in 2:48 when a three- 
year-old. Mr. Bonner, who had great opportunity of judg¬ 
ing of his speed, having many times ridden behind him when 
he was about fifteen years of age, has frequently asserted 
that Hambletonian has taken him a '45 gait. The cause of 
his death seems to have been a complication of disorders, 
and doubtless a post-mortem examination will be made of 
his remains and the facts given to the public. 


THE PRAIRI E OLU B BANQUET. 

Friday night the members of the late Prairie Club, with 
their friends, assembled at Kern's parlors, od LaSalle street, 
to attend the farewell banquet, which had been provided 
for at the meeting the previous week, when the club was 
regularly dissolved. 

The snow was falling fast; the cold wind, which chilled to 
the marrow-bone, sending it whirling in every direction; 
all in all, it was a night inclining one to nestle cozily by the 
fire-hearth rather than face the inclement elements with¬ 
out. But sportsmen are not of the nature to be debarred, 
even by a driving snow storm, from going where inclination 
leads, and pleasure awaits them, in the fellowship of each 
other. Accordingly, when the hour arrived for the feast, 
a goodly company was there to partake, the warm hearts 
within being little in harmony with the chill atmosphere 
without. 

The Prairie is one of the oldest sportsmen's organizations, 
and leaves behind a record of which It may be justly proud; 
no tarnish is on its escutcheon. Were the elements In 
sympathy, and did the heavens weep their pearly tears as a 
tribute, and typical of the purity of the career of the 
departed club? 

The eplcurian feast, provtdod by that prince of caterers, 


| Kern, whb truly a feast for the body, while the eloquent 
speeches which followed, were a feast for the soul. 

The late president of the club, Mr. W. F. Milligan, 
presided, while at the other end of the table sal 
the late vice-president, Mr. W. T. Johnson. On Mr. Milli¬ 
gan's right was Mr. 8. II. Turrill, President of the Audubon 
Club, and on his left, Col. Jussen. The feast of the body 
being over, the flow of sentiment commenced. The first toast 
was "The 8portBmuu,"to which Col. Jussen responded. The 
true Bportsman was a man, he said, of enlarged and enlight¬ 
ened ideas ; puritnnism and bigotry were foreign to him ; 
communing with nature brought him face to face with all 
that was pure and good, counteracting the baneful influ¬ 
ences infesting the habitations of men. Here, divested of 
that unfortunate influence, that curse of our people, the 
love of money, which more or less pervades everything, 
even recreation, the sportsman took inspiring draughts 
of pure and undefiled pleasure, and this cultivated what 
every true sportsman was, a gentleman. Continuing, he said, 
his first ideas of America he gained from reading Fennimore 
Cooper's works, which caused him to look upon America a* 
the sportsman's Eldorado. It \4as not long before fancy's 
flight brought him to the shores of this country. As long as be 
lived he should never forget the beautiful summer's evening 
he stood on the deck of the steamer coming up the bay to 
the harbor of New York; the setting sun cast its golden 
rays on the domes of the buildings of New York, monu¬ 
ments to the industry and wealth of the metropolis of 
America; on each bank of the bay, nestling in the green 
verdure of summer, were the villas of the residents of the 
suburban habitations; all of which impressed him. But 
still more was he impressed with the grandeur and greatness 
of the country when he came West. Col. Jussen concluded 
his remarks amid rapturous applause. 

The next toast was “ The Prairie Club,” in reply to which 
Mr. W. F. Milligan made a few remarks, followed by Mr. 
Johnson, Mr. 8. McDowell and others. 

Mr. Johnson said that no Club had ever stood 
higher than the Prairie Club; indeed, the citizens 
of Chicago owed it a debt of gratitude, for once, 
when a voracious brute—a vampire—was approaching the 
city’s limits, threatening destruction in its path, to whom 
did the citizens look for relief? To the military? No; to 
the Prairie Club; and though he was one of the braves who 
participated on that memorable occasion, yet he must say 
that the club nobly responded. But to his friend on his 
right, Mr. Henry Milligan, the honors of the victory were 
to be accorded. The foe was met, and grim death stared 
them in the face; a parley was had; Mr. Kerns, who was 
present, declared he had known whole villages in Europe 
devoured by one; anolher member, not present to-night, 
had known a whole family sacrificed to this beast's savage 
nature. The enemy was approaching; with bated breath 
they awaited his coming, when a voice, clear as a clarion, 
broke tlje stillness of the moment with “ Joe Butler, give 
me that rifle,” and walking forth he slew the 
dreaded beast. It was useless to remind them that it was 
his friend on his right, Mr. Henry Milligan. In triumph 
they returned to the city with the bear Mr. Milligan had 
slain. It was only equalled in the annals of bravery by 
the encounter which Mr. W. F, Milligan had with the sav¬ 
age Sioux at the military out-post to which he had returned 
after a hunt with Buffalo Bill. (Laughter and applause.) 

Mr. 8. McDowell, one of the founders and first president of 
the Club, narratad the fact that the Prairie Club was the 
first to inaugurate regular prize tournaments, which other 
clubs hud since followed. He gave an interesting history of 
the club from Its formation to its dissolution. When first 
formed, wild pigeons were worth only fifty ceDts a dozen. At 
the time of the Chicago fire the club was in the most flour¬ 
ishing condition. It had in coops on its grounds 8,000 birds, 
which bad cost them $2 a dozen. The members of the club 
were heavy losers by the fire, and were compelled to give 
close application to business in order to retrieve their lost 
fortunes, which prevented them from participating in the 
usual club matches. Being unable to sell the birds, they 
were forced to wring their necks and sell them at 60 cents per 
dozen to market dealers. It was easy to estimate the loss; 
but the club had paid one hundred cents on every dollar 
ft owed, and no man lived who could say a word against 
it. Commencing with an honorable intention, it had had an 
honorable career and an honorable dissolution. Mr. Chas. 
Kerns paid a glowing tribute to the departed club, and 
stated that the Prairie Club was the first to adopt one ounce 
shot. 

Mr. W. F. Milligan remarked that he had forgotten to 
say that one of the members, Mr. Monroe Heath, had killed 
one hundred and ninety-five pigeons out of two hundred, 
and with one ounce of shot. 

"The Audubon Club” was the next toast, to which the 
president of the club, Mr. Turrill, replied, saying that ho 
believed In Union there was their strength, and that to-day 
the new Audubon Club was the most influential, as well ns 
the wealthiest club in the United States. On his part noth¬ 
ing would be left undone that would tend to Its advance¬ 
ment. 

"The Chicago Field, the sportsman's journal," was tbu 
next toast, to which Dr. Rowe replied, assuring them that 
everything would be done by The Cmcago Field which 
would contribute to the interest of sportsmen, and elevate 
field sports. 
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Dr. Edwards gave an interesting history of his first resi- 
,leni«; in the west, and also of the shooting in Maryland, his 
native State, closing with an endorsements Col. Jussen’s 
idea* of a sportsman. Col. Jussen then rose and said he 
could not refrain from strewing a few flowers on the grave 
,,f the club, and reviewed its previous history, and the good 
which bad resulted from its enforcement of the game laws. 

Mr. Chas. Kerns, by urgent request, sang, with a sweet 
voice "I>et each man learn to know himself,” and to the 
encore sang Annie Laurie. Several other speeches were 
made by Mr. Henry Milligan, Mr. Charles Peacock, Mr. 
,lobn Sutton, and others, at the close of which, in the wee 
iuna' hours of the morning, the members and guests of the 
„|d Prairie Club separated, each having enjoyed a most 
delightful evening, as all such reunions of sportsmen are. 


SPRUCE CROUSE. 

()n our first page will be found an illustration of the Spruce 
(irouse, called in some localities the Spotted Grouse, Can¬ 
ola Grouse, and Canada Partridge. This bird is found 
mostly in the dense spruce woods of Maine, Vermont and 
New Hampshire, and occasionally in Massachusetts ; in 
lirltish America, west to Alaska. They are also found in 
Northern Michigan, west to the Rocky Mountains. 

Their food is the berries of the wintergreen and seeds of 
various plants, and sometimes spruce tree leaves; but when 
ibe snow is deep and regular food difllcull to be obtained, 
they consume buds and whatever is obtainable in the way 
of food, even to small tender twiggs. 

April and May are the months for pairing, and at this lime 
the cock grouse mounts a rock or fallen tree and drums, hut 
louder than the Ruffed Grouse, The nest is made of leaves 
and grass, built upon the ground in a well concealed place. 
The eggs vary in number from five to twelve, cream colored 
with spots of dark brown, the size of those of the Ruffed 
Grouse, and are laid in the middle of May. The young 
grouse run about the same day that they arc hatched, and 
when ten days old are able to fly for short distances, and are 
full grown by November. 

The color is, below, mostly black, with numerous white 
s|K>ts; above, virwiculated with blackish and slate and 
usually some lawny, especially on the wings; quills varie¬ 
gated with tawny tail with a terminal orange-brown band, 
with its upper coverts plain. The female is lighter in color 
than the male. 

When disturbed, these birds give forth the same clucking 
noise as the ruffed grouse, before taking wing. They re¬ 
main in pairs until the young arc hatched, when they sepa¬ 
rate until Autumn, when they pack. In Summer they dust 
themselves the same as ruffed grouse, and where not much 
iffaturbed, are very easily approached. 


Southern Ohio Fair.— This enterprising trotting associa¬ 
tion is early afield with its programme for the annual sum¬ 
mer meeting which will take place at Dayton, Ohio, on 
July 8d 4lh and 5th. The programme is a mixed one, com¬ 
bining running, trotting and pacing races; the running 
events to be conducted under the Lexington rules, and the 
trotting and pacing under thoseof the National Association. 
The premium list amounts to $4,750 and is divided as fol¬ 
lows: On the first day, a running race of mile heats for a 
$300 purse; trotting purse of $300 for 3:80 class, and $400 
for 2:45 class. On the second day, pacing purse free-for- 
all, $300; hurdle race, two miles, for $350; running race of 
mile heals, 3 in 5, for $400; a free-for-all trotting purse of 
$800, and a purse of $150 for three-minute horses. On the 
concluding day of the meeting there will be a running race 
of mile and a half heats for a $450 purse, and two trolling 
races, one for 2:87 class, purse $100, and the other the 2:28 
purse for $700. Entries close with Mr. John A. Miller, the 
secretary, on June 12th, and for further and full particu¬ 
lars we refer our readers to the advertisement.

New Jersey Notes. 


MOHKISTott N, N.J. 

Editor Chicago Field:— The Morris County Sportsman’s 
Club, of New Jersey, have paid $247 bounty since January 1 
for the destruction of skunks, minks, hawks and other game- 
destroying animals and birds, and have obtained judgment 
of over seventy dollars against parties shooting game out of 
season. 

Tbe winter has been so mild that the quail have suffered 
but little, and many bevys are left to breed. Ruffed grouse 
also are quite numerous, and woodcock have come in, 
though the spring has been very cold and wet for them. 
Snipe have not arrived yet in number; a few have been shot 
in the southern part of the State and on the Newark mead¬ 
ows. Ducks are coming thick and fast, but the weather 
has been too bad to shoot them—winds and snow, and the 
birds very wild. # 

Mr. George Raymond, of Morris Plains, has the finesf lot 
of Cocker spaniels 1 have ever seen, three bitches and two 
dogs, liver colored, and as well bred as any in the county; 
two months old. 

Next to General Hardin’s game chickens Quiwby’s must 
take the lead. He set a ben over thirteen game eggs of his 
strain, and the eggs were to game that they got to fighting 
among themselves and four of them got broken, flow is 
that for game* 

Trouting opened on the 1st. instant. There has been so 
much snow and ice that but few have been killed, and most 
of them were taken with hook and line under the ice. 

In New York, at Bailey, & Southerland’s and others of 
the like, Long Island, Jersey and Maine trout are to be bad. 
The first are large but are lacking in color and bright spots, 
and I have yet to taste one taken from a "preserve that was 
good; and especially early in the season they have a flavor of 


the earth earthy. Those from Maine were the best, though 
not as plump as the Long Islands or Jerseys. 

A hunter, called “Spotted Tail," drove a gray cross fox 
with bis hounds into some rocks on Dover mountain, Morris 
Co., N. J., some two weeks ago. After stopping ull the 
holes but one that it was likely the fox could get out of, he. 
placed two traps in such a position that it was impossible for 
lteynard to come out of the opening without being caught. 
Spotted Tail visited his traps every day, feeling sure the fox 
was yet in the rocks. On the eleventh day he found the fox 
near the mouth of the hole, but just breathing, and pullcii 
him out, a few minutes after which he died; having actually 
starved himself to death rather than be caught in tue trap.

The McLnughlin-Martiu Mutch. 

The great collar-and-elbow champion wrestling match between .1 II. 
McLaughlin, of Detroit, and Jucob Murtin, of \ pailiiutt, took place hi 
Detroit on the evenlug of Thursday, March 23d, at the Detroit Opera 
House, which won densely crowded before the time a pool Mud for the 
commencement of the match. Mr. A. H. Hornsby, of the Cricaoo 
FIblu. was named ns referee by Mr McLuughlin and accepted by Mar¬ 
tin; the Judges were G. Ramsdell, for the Detroiter, and U. Burden, for 
the VpsilantT man. 

At 8 F. «. the men eatne on to the stage and were weighed. Martin 
brought down 214*4 lbs., while McLaughlin tipped the beam at 
This equality iu weight was not singular, for iu height there was noth¬ 
ing to choose between them, both standing six feet und half an inch iu 
their sandals. Time was called at 8 12. and ns they stood up and took 
hold it was impossible to help remarking their magnificent proportions. 
Martin, however, looked a little light in the legs, when compared with 
the splendid understandings of bis opponent. They got to work by 
going for a sort of channel to and fro. with their feet very much further 
apart than seemed correct. Hardly hud the crowd settled down to 
watch the proceedings when McLaughlin drew his man hard towards 
him. and pushing him back at the same time, threw up Marlin’s right 
elbow and wrenching forward to the right, laid Martin square on ni* 
back, which gave McLaughlin the first rail. Time, two minutes. 

A speedy termination of the contest was now expected, as Martin's 
downfall bad becu so easily and rapidly accomplished ; consequently, 
when the meu came together for tbe second round there was bni 
little excitement. On this occasion they stood right up to each other, 
aud McLaughlin soon began bis foot play by upping Martin here anil 
thereon the legs After a brief indulgence in ibis sort of plav.be 
suddenly rushed Martin backwards, aud fairly overbalancing him threw 
him with great force among the side scenes, to the right of the stage. 
The fall was claimed, but upon examination it was evident that Martin 
was tbeu, and had fallen, ou his right side only, and tbe claim wu* dis¬ 
allowed. Time, live minutes. Ilad the sceues been out of the way, 
there is no donbt that the match would thus early have been ended, 
interfered ; bnt hod there been the regulation size ring of 2-1 feet square 
nud all the after fuss avoided. It was a misfortune that the scene* 
it would have come to the same thing. This fall seemed to have a wou- 
derful effect upon Murtin. for he was regularly mused up by it, und 
came to his work with a vigor and sprightliness that was astonishing. 
It soon became apparent that at the tripping game he was as lively as 
McLaughlin, and the play became very cautious und uuiuleresttng, 
though now and then McLaughlin would try for the rush or the wrench, 
and Martin would put iu a trip. Martin now carried his right arm 
somewhat stiff, and dissatisfied McLaughlin, but a* it was his defense 
against the wrench that lost him the first fall, the referee considered it 
was allowable. After much sparriug, .McLaugbliu tried a lock, but was 
quickly and cleverly countered by u trip that Drought him to his kuees, 
from which he was instantly forced right over on to the fiat of his back 
amidst the most tumultous and enthusiastic cheering. Time of rouud. 
87 minutes. . t 

Every one now decided that It would he u close tussle, auil us yet 
nothing bad arisen to mar the good feeling prevailing. At 11.17 the 
men came together again, and It was evident that McLaugbliu hod lost 
confidence and Martin had gained it correspondingly. McLaugbliu 
again complained of the stiffness of Martin's right arm, but for the 
reason before given it was allowed. The play was very cautious aud uo 
opening wa« given until tbe Interest began to fiag. At lust MeLaugh 
liu tried a lock, and failing, was thrown on to his side, and after falling 
broke his hold. A fall was claimed for Martin, but disallowed, aud the 
men went to work again at the same slow and cautious rule until Martin 
pot in a trip, missed it, was sent dowu on to his aide, 

and was immediately turned over on his back. The crowd 
on the stage rushed iu, McLaughlin claimed the fall 

personally, ana was ordered to let Martin up. McLaughlin's judge 
then claimed tbe fall while Martin’s judge protested against it 
The referee decided " no fall" us soon as the tumultuou* house ceased 
cheering. The award of •* no fall ” was very well received by the audi- 
eoce. which evidently had faith iu the judgment of the referee. Tbe 
crowd on the stage, however—mostly partisans of McLaughlin—were 
wild with wrath, and threatened instant destruction to the referee If he 
did not reverse his decieiou. There was uo clearing the stage, as 
McLaughlin’s party seemed determined not to allow mutters to prooceed. 
and refused to go on with Mr. liornsb.v as referee. This was curious, 
to suv the least of It, os he was Mcl.aaghliu’s selection. Marlin’* party 
would not proceed for fear, evidently, that the referee would be Infill 
eared by the threats that were showered u|m>u him. The referee would 
not resign, except at the call of both parties, and desired to have the 
match concluded. Martin's party claimed u draw, on time, as it was 
past 12 , and falling to get the referee to Uo Mils they concluded it was 
better to join the other party ill favor of hi* withdrawal. This was 
done, and hopes were entertained of the match being brought to n con¬ 
clusion; but after some talk it was announced that the itintch was off 
by mutual consent, Martin receiving one third the gate money, making 
the best terms he could for himself with the party that controlled the 
money. 

Thns ended In a most unsatisfactory manner a very even match. Mar 
tin declines to wrestle In Detroit, but is willing to meet McLaughlin 
anywhere else. But iu this we think he 1* mistaken. Never was there 
a more orderly and sport loving house thau that which witnessed Ihl* 
jlanco. The whole COtlfnslOQ was ou the stage, and it is a matter of 
surprise to ns that Iu such an important event. i» crowd of partisan* 
should he allowed to interfere with the business on hand. In all such 
affairs there should be uo one on the stage but principals. Judges and 
referee. The principals in these matters are men of experience, and un¬ 
willing to abide by decisions honestly givnn, but partisan* who luive a 
few.dollars at atake are more anxious about their dollar* than fair play

The Montgomery County (Uhlo) Sportsmen's Club. 

At an adjourned meeting of the Sportsmen of Dayton Ohio, 
convened for the formation of a Sportsmen's Club, the com¬ 
mittee appointed for the purpose reported the constitution, 
which was adopted. The following clauses give the object 
I jr which it is formed.

Article 15 is a good one, which provides that any member 
residing in the city, failing to attend the meetings of the 
society, shall pay into the Treasury the sum of 25 cents as 
fine therefor, unless such fine be remitted for reasonable 
cause by a vole of the society. 

The following officers were then elected: President, R. 
C. Anderson; Vice-President, Colonel D. B. Corwin; Secre¬ 
tary, D. W. Stewart; Treasurer, Nathan Morey. Executive 
Committee; Hon. R. C. Anderson, Wm. C. Howard, J. C. 
Staley, Charles Harris, O. P. Eby.

Duck Shooting on the Sangamon. 


Pkohia, March, SO. 1876. 

Editor Fikld: —The party that left our town for the 
Sangamon, for duck shooting, February 18th, returned sev¬ 
eral days ago. They report the shooting was very fair, but 
not so gooa as they have seen, or as they expected; still, In 
two days less than three weeks, including going and coming, 
they bagged 1,380 ducks, and would have increased the 
number two or three hundred more, if Fred. Kimble, their 
best shot, had not been laid up in camp four days from the 
effects of poison ivy. Aside from that, nothing happened to 
mar the pleasure of their trip.

“Frank Forester.”

1 read the article on “ Frank Forester," and the “Merno- 
, rial Fund," which appeared in your issue of March -till, a nd 
think that the writer has done the subject justice, uud that 
all sportsmen will feel able to contribute at least a dollar 
towards a monument to a man, who has done more than any 
other man, living or dead, for the fraternity, and whose 
works are read with an ever increasing interest by his 
admirers. 

His writings, as Henry Wm. Herbert's, are also full of in¬ 
terest, and, f think, are far ahead of works of fiction of the 
present day. . , 

I was reading in the Internationa/ Magazine , of dune, 
1851, that were his works and articles collected, they would 
form over fifty octavo volumes. 

Thinking that a short history of this writer would interest 
your readers, all of whom are not, perhaps, acquainted with 
his life, I have condensed, from several reliable sources 
the following: 

Henry Wm. Herbert was the eldest son of the Mon. 

[ and Rev. Win. Herbert, Dean of Manchester, and the Hon. 
Letitia Allen. . , _ , , _ 

His father was the second son of the second Karl of Car¬ 
narvon, who was the nearest younger branch of the House of 
Pembroke. He was a member of Parliament in the earlier 
part of his life, and being a lawyer, was employed by 
American shipmasters previous to the war of 1812. At a 
later period he took orders, became Dean of Manchester, 
was distinguished as a botanist, and as the author of many 
eminent works, especially “Attila,” an epic poem of great 
power and learning. He died about the year 1848. His 
mother was the second daughter of Joshua, second Viscount 
Allen, of Kildare, Ireland, closely connected with the House 
of Leinster. . „, . 

H. W. Herbert was born in Loudon on the ith of April, 
1807; his education was entrusted to a private tutor until 
the year 1811), when he was sent to a private school near 
Brighton, kept by the Rev. Dr. Hooker. He stayed there 
one year, and then went to Eton, where he remained from 
April, 1820, till the summer of 1825, when he left for the 
university, and entered Caiu's College, Cambridge, in Octo¬ 
ber. He obtained two scholarships and a number of prizes 
here, though he was not a hard reading man, much of his 
time being spent in field sports. He graduated in the winter 
of 1820-80. . „„ , 

While at college he acquired a reckless way of living, uud, 
after being three times “whitewashed" by the insolvency 
process, the usual sentence of outlawry for debt was pub¬ 
lished. _ , „ 

He then went to Brussels, afterwards to Pans, and finally, 
in November, 1831. to this country, where he died by his 
own hand, on the 17lh of May, 1868. 

This act was caused by some malicious female, who in¬ 
vented stories concerning bis character, which she told 
his wife, whom he loved as only Buch a man is capable of 
loving, causing her to leave him without a chance for expla¬ 
nation, and to refuse to hear from or see him again. He had 
been married only three months when he died. 

The lady was his second wife, and he became acquainted 
with her in the following romantic manner: 

" He%vas walking in Union Square, last January, (1858) 
towards dusk, when he observed a couple of rowdies annoy¬ 
ing an elegantly dressed lady. He immediately interfered 
and rescued her from her persecutors. Perceiving her in 
tears and very much agitated, he escorted her to the hotel 
where she was staying with her friends. 

Handing her his card, the author bowed, and went away 
to bis lodgings. The next day he had a visit from her father 
to thank him for the service. This led to an acquaintance, 
and three weeks afterwards, Henry Wm. Herbert and Adela 
Budlong were married in the Episcopal Church, Newark.” 
— Frank Leslie's Illustrated Newspaper, May 29, 1858. 

In 1832, he started, in connection with A. D. Patterson, 
the American Monthly, nearly one-half the matter being 
composed by him. After the first year, Mr. Patterson re- 
tirea, and it was conducted by Mr. Herbert alone. At the 
end of the second year, it was sold to Chas. F. Hoffman, 
Mr. H. still being retained as joint editor. At the beginning 
of the fourth year, Park Benjamin being associated in the 
editorship, it was proposed to introduce party politics, and 
Mr. Herbert withdrew in consequence. 

In 1838 and 1887 he edited "The Magnolia," the first an¬ 
nual ever printed in America on the system of entire origi¬ 
nality, both in matter and engravings. 

I would give a list of the magazines be wrote for, with the 
dates his articles appeared, if it were not that I should be 
trespassing upon another's ground, as I have been Informed 
that such an article will shortly appear in one of your cotem¬ 
poraries 

I am sure that when it does, it will be bailed with delight 
by all who admire his writings, and the periodicals named 
eagerly sought after.

Book Brbirtos. 

“First Families of the Sierras," By Joaquin Miller, 
author of “Songs of the Sierras,” “Songsof the Suniands," 
<fcc. Chicago: Jansen. McClurg <& Co.; $1 50. 

Joaquin Miller’s new book. “First Families of the Sierras,” 
comes to ub full of the bold, beautiful ideas of which he is 
so capable. The scene is laid in the early days of "Califor¬ 
nia," when it was the “Eldorado” of the youthful heart; the 
Eden to which men of all ages turned with such vigor and 
buoyant hope towards the prospect of becomings "Croesus.” 

The romance of the story binges upon the murder of the 
so called "prophet,” Joseph Smith, and for whose tragic 
death a Mormon, Williams, is suspected, and upon whom 
the "Danites” have sworn revenge, and the extermination of 
all his family. Father, mother, brother, all die a mysterious 
death; but one member remains I and that a daughter, 
“Nancy Williams," who, in the disguise of a boy, flees to 
the camp of the “Howling Wilderness," where she is 
received by the rough but good-hearted miners with some 
natural curiosity, which soon subsides into a friendly cour¬ 
tesy, and, after a short debate, they conclude the stranger 
is a “poet," “a rale, live Lord O’Brvon." 

She is known as the veritable “Nancy Williams” to but 
one person in the camp, and that, one or her own sex, called 
the “Widder." 

The courtship of the “Widder," by "Sandy," the King of 
the Forks," is told with such graphic, power, that one’s 
heart is ail aglow with interest, and hopes of his success; 
and when the marriage ceremony really takes place, the 
comical perplexity or the little “Judge" who acts as Justice 
of the Peace, and who in his confusion mixes up the cer¬ 
emony with the Declaration of Independence, is highly 
amusing.

The Result of a Horning’s Sport in the Adirondack--. 


Editor Chicago Field:— My guide had called me early, as 
was his wont, for a morning's cast for trout, and 
quietly slipping from out of the tent where in sleep re¬ 
posed the "Lively Turtle Club," I hastened to the hut for 
my tackle. While the guide was raking together the scat¬ 
tered and smouldering embers, and throwing a few limbs 
upon the coals, I drew from its case the rod that had done 
such faithful service, and, having adjusted the reel, passed 
through the rings the silken line. 

It was nearly day-break as our boat glided front the shore, 
and was beaded for a favorite spring hole, with the skill 
such as an Adirondack guide can show. I settled in the 
bow, the slender trout rod forming in the dark a phsntont 
mast, the waving line a fairy cordage for our boat, while 
George seated In the stem, sent us, without seeming motion, 
swiftly on our way. All was quiet, save now and then the 
echo of a loon, or the “who who" of some solitary owl. The 
low fog slowly rolled like huge billowB towards either shore, 
and, lilting, vanished through the forests, leaving ns its only 
souvenir, a chill and penetrating moisture upon our cloth¬ 
ing. 

Oh! the Joy, the silent happiness of those early morning 
excursions, as in the heart at that great wilderness, nature's 
park, with fly-book, rod and line, it was my custom to test 
my skill against the speckled dwellers of pond and brook. 
But in this sketch it is not for me to relate the exciting cap¬ 
ture of a three-pound trout, nor yet of one if a pound oe 
taken from that weight. 

It was daylight when we shot front out the pond into a 
narrow neck; our boat with its sharp, clean-cut bow, plough¬ 
ing its way through the illy pads and rushes, which grated 
upon its sides as we passed, and then returned to their 
former places, as if to hide our passage. From this strait in 
miniature, out again into the lower pond we floated; a few 
more quick, strong strokes of the paddle, a sudden check, 
and we were at rest on the margin of a wide, deep poo', 
where for weeks before, many a darting trout had caught 
my “flies." Could it have been for me to look into the 
future, if only for an hour, things might have been some¬ 
what. changed. But that great book is sealed to us poor 
mortals, and therefore one “can’t most alwaj-% sometimes 
tell" what an hour may bring forth—aye, or even five min¬ 
utes, for it took us about that length of time to find out. 
However, there is one thing that will not be told, and that 
is, how it happened. Here, upon the edge of the open 
water, the stern nearly touching the reeds, George held with 
his paddle the boat as though it hnd been anchored; and 
vet, every movement, caused the frail craft to tremble from 
now to stem; I say from bow to stern, for, from the former 
all the motion came. 

The "flies” were selectil from tny book and fastened to 
the “leader,” the book replaced within my pocket, and nil 
was ready for the coming conflict. Rising to my full height, 
(not vary high either,) I freed my arm, and, turning side¬ 


ways of the bout towards the centre of the pool, made a 
cast, and such an one as I never made before nor since, and 
hope never to make again. 

Many miles had that little shell, loaded to its edges, safely 
borne me, urged by a powerful arm; for weeks had we been 
silent and attached companions on many a river, lake, and 
pond; for hours bad it kept me safe and (fry, when the flood¬ 
gates of the clouds were opened and pouring forth their 
contents. 

It had, ghost-like and still, moved as if by some unseen, 
unfelt power, carried me during nights blacker than the 
absence of all light, over bays and along winding rivers, its 
Bingle eye of tire, like an ancient Cyclops, being our only 
light and guide, athwart the path of which the loon floated, 
dazzled by the rays, and the wild duck glided again into the 
darkness. Yes, dnd even over that very spot had it often 
swung obedient to my cast, and never before this time been 
false to the trust imposed in it. 

It might, however, have been in part the fault of the 
piscator, that the boat proved faithless. That may be in 
doubt, but the result is certain. A boat upturned, a paddle 
floating near, and two men struggling to keep front sinking 
a dozen feet or more beneath the surface of a pool, is a sorry 
sight, or was at least to the two who were actors in the 
scene. It is not the easiest thing to keep one’s head above 
high water mark when weighted down with long-legged, 
heavy boots, thick under flannels, flannel shirt, vest, pants, 
and reefing jacket; ” and so I found it. Those cold morn¬ 
ings called for warm, heavy clothing; that spring hole 
demanded a light apparel, if a man ever expecleu to get out 
of it alive. But 1 had no time to make a change just then, 
and bo grasped for, and clung lovingly to the bow of our 
treacherous boat. George being seated when the boat 
rolled, went with it, but never lost his hold. Never shall I 
forget the appearance of his face as he clutched the stern of 
that craft; it was the color of a blue plum, while his teeth 
chattered like an angry squirrel; mine was probably but a 
reflection of his. 

The air was cold, but ye Arctic shades the water of that 
spring-hole, not the warmest at any time, felt like ice, and 
sent chill after chill clear through our frumes. In fact, so 
thoroughly chilled were we, that our conversation was sadly 
broken. 

“ Ca-ca-an you-ou swi-im-im Geor-ge?" “ Ye-es, ca-ca-an 
you-ou?" "Yes-es.” “ Wher-ere is yo-our ro-odV” "He-erc 
l it is, I-I du-ung to tha-at." “ Thi-is i-is al-mi-ight-y 
co-old." 

However, after a little, haviug placed my rod along the 
bottom of the boat, and keeping it in place by my arm, which 
embraced the bow, we soon got in working order, and by 
dint of innumerable kicks and splurges, towed our useless 
boat slowly towards the shore, which was quite a distance 
away. 

Our progress was slow hut sure while on the open water, 
but when we got among the slimy, netted pads and reeds, it 
was slower still and not half so certain. 

They impeded the progress of our boat, got tangled 
around our legs and brought down anything hut blessings 
upon their devoted heads, devoted to the keeping of us in 
their meshes. But exertion, with time and patience, will 
do almost anything, and so at last George, being some over 
six feet in his stockings, exclaimed: “I can touch bottom!" 
He did touch bottom, out not a very sound one, and had he 
boots on instead of shoes, would have left them where he 
tried to stand, since he settled nearly to his knees in the 
oozy mud. 

Once more afloat, the next time bottom was sounded, like 
half-drowned cats, we crawled upon the bank. Kneelin o 
down, we grasped the edges of the boat to raise it, but raise 
it would not; the suction of the air held it close. Fearing 
to start the sides we gTasped the bow; his hands over the 
point, mine over his. We strained and heaved, till with a 
dull report the air rushed in, and soon the boat was high— 
not dry upon the shore. We had got pretty well warmed— 
up by our exertions in the water, ana now as the cold air 
struck us upon the back, we shook like men with the ague. 
My coat felt as though it weighed a ton, and I guess it did. 

‘Well, of all casts that of mine was the worst, George; 
don’t you mention it. to a single soul at camp, for we shall 
never hear the last of it, if they know; let us go back as soon 
as possible and before any one, but the guides, is up." We 
were again soon floating o’er the water, that bad, hut a little 
while before, been flowing over us, and having recovered 
his paddle, George sent the boat darting towards our camp 
with the apeed of a four-oared crew. 

When we reached the ianding, the guides were up and 
preparing breakfast, but not one of the party could be seen. 
"All right, George, we can keep the secret, said I, as step¬ 
ping on shore, I hurried to the log-hut, intending to get my 
change of clothes, and then steal away and use them. 

But everything was against me, for there before the glass 

stood Mrs. P-, performing her morning toilet; “I think 

I'll take my valise and give my things an airing just outside 
here by the bushes," said I, stooping to pick up the valise. 
“Did you have good luck with the trout this morning? It 
seems to me, you arc back rather early." “Oh, yes, my 
success is what brought me back so soon; we’ll have a nice 
lot for breakfast," answered I, thinking at the 
same time to myself, it’s mighty for- 
fortunatc I caught some last night, and she won’t know tne 
difference. "Will you please hand me my satchel there in 
the corner?" "I complied, and then taking up mine started 
to leave. A loud laugh and "what is the matter; where have 
you been’"made me turn and reply; “why nothing is the mat¬ 
ter; I have only been a fishing." "I should think you had, 
and got rather wet, too, haven't you?” .“Me, me, I’m not 
wet, only n little cold, that’s all; it is pretty cold out on the 
water this morning." 

Then amid bursts of laughter she said, “just look at the 
water drip from your coat. Turning my head I did look, 
and confound the coat it had betrayed me, for the water waa 
running from its edges like off the eaves of a shanty after a 
thunder shower. Yes, the thick - heuvy texture of the cloth 
had held the water, till by mv continued stauding it hnd 
settled, and now fell in quick drops from the border of my 
coat. “Oh, that is where it dragged in the water from the 
boat." I replied, "It is no use, you are caught, you have bud 
a ducking, look at your sleeves, your pants, your hat; have 
they all dragged in’the water from the boat? na! ha! hal" 

It was no use, I willed. "Don’t tell any one, and above 
all the Captain, for he will chaff me to death after our duck 
affair." A partial promise was made, to let it go do further. 

The sun, though up for some little time, bad hut just 
lipped the ridge, as seated at breakfast with dry clothes on, 
minus a coat, I assured them of my success with the 
trout, and ns proof, pointed to the pan just taken from the 
coals. 

The rich aroma of the coffee, the light hot biscuits, brown 
corn broad, trout done to a turn, and then the lusty pan 
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cakcH, such us can be found nowhere else, were enough to 
make u dyspeptic eut. 

We were no troupe of dyspeptics, and the morning’s ex¬ 
ercise hud placed me in the van of the hungry party. 

But ulus! "murder will out," and so will a good jokc- 
Mrs. P. nearly choked herself with laughter, and the pun, 
cakes, us she pul me on nettles by her questioning. First, 
the face of the jolly little Captain, with his fierce mustuche. 
relaxed, then Sirs. F. showed signs of a smile, and so on, 
till the victim was the only sane one of the party. But ere 
long die joke was out, unu then snch ehafi'ing as 1 had to 
lake, »itii no chance for a return. It is the custom of most 
all lo give their victories. Your correspondent has jotted 
down his defeat, for os is surmised, no trout graced his 
creel that morning. Mont. Clank. 

Fresh Water Fish. 

In looking over the list of freshwater fish, it might as well 
be stated at once that there is not u single fish which does 
not furnish excellent food. In fact, should we examine in a 
general way all the organisms which are found cither in salt 
or fresh water, we should discover that, except with the 
rarest exceptions, there can be hardly found a single crea¬ 
ture which does not furnish nourishment to man. If a 
learned professor of the Smithsonian Institution should in¬ 
sist that a young shark was good, we would not gainsay him. 

()f course, the appearance of fish and their comeliness has 
everything to do with our appreciation of them as food. We 
candidly believe that the rage for trout arises more from 
their beauty than their savoriness, and that the cel is des¬ 
pised because he is slimy and wriggles. Now for a man to 
cat a bit of the Lophius Americana* (a most fearfully ugly 
tisb, the very nightmare of ichthyologists, alt mouth and 
nothing else), would be accounted upon our part as an eccen¬ 
tricity, and although we have ourselves perhaps lasted every 
thing that swims, including whale, we might recoil from a 
spoonful of that particular monster; but we have more than 
once eaten fish, which had bad names given them, which we 
found excellent. Now there is the squid, or octopus, which 
those sensible fellows, the Japanese, cat, and which, strange 
enough to say, it has been discovered quite recently thul 
the Spaniards put up in oil, esteeming it far above the sar¬ 
dine. Some few years ago we had the good fortune to eat 
squid properly cooked, and we declare it to be as good a fish 
as we ever partook of. A. great deal, of course, depends 
upon the method of preparing fish. We have nb end of fish 
in our lukes and rivers which were thrown aside as useless, 
which would furnish admirable food, if we only knew how¬ 
to cook them. In the Eastern Slates, where the crude ma¬ 
terial of an alimentary character is diminishing, and popu¬ 
lations increasing, people there are getting quite bravely 
over their fastidiousness. Among sea fish, we may men¬ 
tion that the skate, so long despised, is gradually getting into 
favor, thanks to the French population in New’ York, who 
know how to cook it. Now, the flounder in New York used 
to be despised, but to-day it is fully appecinted. 

The preparations for the display of fish at the Centennial 
will very certainly be of the most imposing character. Mr. 
Frederick Mather is already at his post in Philadelphia, and 
will have the aquaria in charge. To assume such a posi¬ 
tion, requires a man of no small amount of general knowl¬ 
edge. This, Mr. Mather possesses to a very great degree. 
Both scientifically and practically, he has the experience 
acquired in various ways. In the Government department, 
the commissioner has undertaken an immense labor; there 
will be exhibited a collection of not only the live fish, but of 
all the preparations derived from them. Scarcely a manu¬ 
facturer of canned fish is there, east or west, from Labrador 
lo Alaska, who will not contribute, and specimens are 
coming in already from Oregon and Washington Territory. 
We would once more urge upon our fishermen the advan¬ 
tages the country and the exhibition will gain by means of 
any contributions they may send. Should then any tine 
specimens of fish be caught during the period of the exhibi¬ 
tion by any of our readers, let them be packed in ice, and 
shipped to the Fish Collection, Government building, Inter¬ 
national Exhibition at Philadelphia. Uncle Sam will pay 
the freight. It will be something for the visitor lo see, 
and appreciate the weulth of fishes we possess in this 
country, and at a simple glance to understand where varia¬ 
tions in character occur. In a commercial and scientific 
sense, the amount of information to be derived from such a 
collection will be immense. In Washington, where the 
work has been going on for months, Mr. Goode, who has the 
fish collection in charge, informs us that the first shipments 
arc being made, and that out of chaos very shortly order 
will reign. A visit paid by us, lately, to the Centennial, nas 
assured us of the ample space, admirable light, and general 
excellent arrangement of the locality. We feel sure that 
Chicago and Ulinois will contribute her quota of fish, or 
prepared fish, to the collection. Every article sent will have 
a table, with the name of the donor printed on it; and in 
addition this will be printed in the catalogue to be published 
by the Government. Persons contributing should be care¬ 
ful to indicate the locality in which the fish are caught. 
Any specimens of shell fish, mussels, etc., from the lukes 
would be very desirable. 

We have been asked to give, in response lo some queries 
in regard to the fecundity of fishes, the number of eggs 
found in various species; we may state that as early as 
17«8 the first publication was made which gave the number 
of eggs: In the pike 272,000 eggs were found; in the perch, 
30,000; and in a carp, 343,000 eggs. The number of eggs in 
a cod-fish has been calculated to be as many as 0,344,000, 
but even this enormous fecunditv is surpassed by the mul¬ 
let, which is said to have 13,000,000 eggs. With white fish 
the quantity of eggs increases with the. size of the fish. 
Professor Milner has stated that a fish of two pounds gave 
21,320 eggs; one of 2| pounds, 28,500; one of 4, pounds, 
48|000; and one of 7j founds, 60,600 eggs; an increase of ten 
thousand eggs for every additional pound of fish, which is 
precisely Mr. Seth Green's estimate. 

PARASITES AND MESSMATES. 

In Van Beneden’s most interesting book with the above 
title may be found some curious facts in regard to that 
peculiar lesser life which seems to owe, if not its existence, 
at least its methods of living, to a greater or higher form of 
being. This distinction is to be drawn between a parasite 
and a messmate; the former is one who lives entirely at the 
expense of the otheT, while a messmate is one who takes his 
place at his neighbor’s table and partakes with him of the 
product of the day’s toil, only it is the messmate who does 
none of the work In the American Angler there is almost 
always found in the bronchial sac of this curious fish an eel, 
who plays the part of messmate. Another remarkable 
example of this kind of association among fish, is that of 
a fish found in Brazil, posessed of numerous bar- 
bules that make it successful as a fisherman, which lodges in 
the cavity of the mouth some verysmall fishes, that for a 


long time were supposed to be voting siluroids; it was be¬ 
lieved that the mother brought her progeny to maturity in 1 
the mouth, us marsupials do in the abdominal pouch, or as 
some other fishes do. But this was a mistake. These sup¬ 
posed young arc perfectly developed adult fish, that in¬ 
stead of working for themselves prefer to install them¬ 
selves in the mouth of a neighbor and take the 
crumbs from his table. The little crab, which 
many of our readers have found in the eastern 
oysters, is a true messmate. These crabs are called Pin- 
notberee , and in no way injure the oyster. Messmates are I 
sometimes free, and go and come as they please, others are 
fixed. Among the fixed meeetnatee, we may mention Van 
Beneden’s authority, the cirripeds, or barnacles, which at¬ 
tach themselves lo the skins of whales. Marine turtles carry 
on their back barnacles. Sometimes their presence so fully 
incrustates the upper shell of a turtle, leads to make one fancy 
that its locomotion through the water would be considerably 
lessened. Returning, howevea, more particularly to fish, 
our own white fish has a parasite, which Professor Miiner 
has described, and which is frequently discavered in the in¬ 
testines of our fish. 

Recently a cargo of salmon troul was shipped from Du¬ 
luth to New York, as an experiment, but, we regret to say, 
turned out a loss to the shipper. The reason for their 
want of sale w*as, that not sufficient care had been taken, 
either in the selection of the fish, or in the method of 
transportation. As the Chicago Field is desirous of im¬ 
parting practical information in its fish columns, not only of 
a scientific but commercial character, we shall from time to 
time furnish Buch facts as may be of interest to our fish 
dealers. In sending fish east, nothing but the best pays 
All broken or irregular lots are sure to bring in a loss to the 
shipper. We quote green white-fish coming from Detroit, 
which are the most in demand, 18 cents retail, frozen white 
fish 12 cents. No salmon trout in the market. As the coast 
fish will soon be in abundance in the eastern markets, any 
shipments of lake fish would entail a loss. The Salmo 
Quinnat, California salmon, has now made its appearance in 
Chicago markets, coming from the fisheries of Mr. A. Booth 
on the Pacific coast. As Mr. Booth has been the pioneer in 
this particular business, great credit is due to the energy 
with which he has prosecuted this particular branch of in¬ 
dustry. 

Just now monster striped bass or rock are coming into 
New York from Norfolk, weighing from fifty to ninety 
pounds. About the middle of next month, when the bass 
becomes more plenty, it is shipped from New York to Chi¬ 
cago. Some six years ago a single haul of bass was made 
near Norfolk, which weighed 50 tons. The largest fish was 
a monster of IK) pounds, which was the biggest ever captured. 

Fish Cit.ti-kh.—A t Pionion Springs Fish Ranch, situated 
at the head of the famous Trout Creek, Colorado, the busi¬ 
ness of fish culture has been cominenc 9 d with u view to j 
raise mountain trout for the table. The object of the mana¬ 
gers is to confine themselves exclusively to the rearing of 
trout, and every variety to be found in these mountains will 
be sought after, and, if possible, made to contribute to the 
attractions of the place, os will also the brook troul of the 
East there being now on bund some 5,000 fry of that Buperb 
fish, the survivors of a lot of 25,000 spawn shipped here last 
month from Boscobel, Wisconsin. The loose manner in 
which they were packed, and the extremely rough usage on | 
the way, were the causes of this great mortality. 

The natural advantages afforded by this beautiful stream 
are in every way adapted to the culture of mountain 
trout. With what nature has done and art can do, the best 
results may be looked for. From the superabundance of 
insect life with which the stream abounds, little or no feed¬ 
ing of the fish will be required unlH the numbers shall 
crowd the hundreds of thousands, or their weight be rated 
by the ton. 

Tiie Growth op Salmon.— "Beta,’’ a correspondent in 
Land and Water, says of the growth of salmon: I see that 
one of your correspondents assumes that the recent experi¬ 
ment at Brighton favors the theory of smolts becoming 
grilse in something less than two months. Such a theory 
has always appeared to me to be unreasonable and absurd; 
and I had supposed that the Brighton experiments, instead 
of supporting it, had disposed of it finally. If I am notiuis- 
taken, it took just twelve months from the time the smolt 
at Brighton was immersed in salt water until it ran up lo 
3 lbs. weight. In about sixteen months (the ububI time, I 
reckon, between the smolt descending to the sea and re¬ 
turning as a grilse), it would probably weigh 4 lbs., and 
then it would only be a small grilse. It appears to me 
therefore, that the theory of rapid growth from 2 oz. to 0 
lbs. or 7 lbs. in two or three months is now entirely demol¬ 
ished.
